Dererminorion  was  rhe  key  ro  AASC's  vicrory 
In  rhe  NCAA  Division  III  World  Series  on  May  31, 
1987,  Perhaps  nor  as  blessed  wirh  rhe  norurol 
ralenr  of  previous  bosebQl!  reams,  v/hor  disrin- 
guished  rhe  1987  Indians  vvos  rheir  derermina- 
rion  and  desire  ro  win.  One  mighr  say  rhor  rhey 
v^ere  gifred  wirh  rhe  fighring  spirir  of  rhe 
underdog. 

Wirh  o  regular  season  record  of  30-14-1  rhey 
faced  rough  comperirion  in  rhe  world  series 
againsr  reams  from  Norrh  Caroline  and  Wiscon- 
sin wirh  records  of  40-5-0  or  berrer.  In  focr,  rhe 
Universiry  of  Wisconsin  or  Oshkosh  had  ser  a 


NCAA  record  wirh  a  ream  barring  average  of 
.428  in  1987, 

Going  inro  rhe  firsr  round  of  World  Series 
ploy,  AASC  was  ranked  os  rhe  lasr  reom  in  a  field 
of  six,  Dur  four  games  lorer  rhey  emerged  os 
rhe  NCAA  Division  III  champions;  rhe  firsr  ream 
in  rhe  hisrory  of  rhe  six  ream  rournomenr  ro 
accomplish  a  four  gome  sweep, 

MSC  baseball  cooch  Kevin  Cooney  credirs 
rhe  ream's  confidence  and  dererminorion,  es- 
pecially in  dose  gomes  againsr  Upsolo,  Eosrern 
Connecricur,  ond  Wisconsin-Oshkosh,  Cooney 
agreed  wirh  ossisronr  coach  Rick  Gioncolo  rhor 


rhe  Upsala  gome  was  rhe  rurning  poinr  of  rhe 
Indian's  posr-season  play  rhis  year.  Afrer  giving 
up  a  9-1  lead,  MSC  come  bock  from  a  14-9 
deficir  in  lore  innings  ro  win  rhe  regional  rirle 
ond  eorn  o  rrip  ro  Morierro,  Ohio  for  rhe  NCAA 
World  Series,  According  ro  Cooney,  "They 
never  doubred  rhemselves.  They  Knew  rhey 
could  win  no  morrer  whor  happened" 

Lo  Campono  conducred  on  inrerview  wirh 
Cooney  ro  ger  o  descriprion  of  rhe  exciremenr 
of  rhe  final  gome.  Here  is  how  he  recalled  rhe 
fourrh  gome  of  rhe  World  Series  againsr  rhe 
Universiry  of  Wisconsin  or  Oshkosh: 


Lq  Compona:  Coach,  whor  was  ir  liKe  ro 
win  rhe  World  Series?  Whor  was  ir  like  ro  be 
rhere  for  rhe  final  gome? 

Cooney:  Going  inro  rhe  final  day,  rhe  chom 
pionship  gome  was  ogoinsr  o  ream  rhar  had  o 
ream  barring  overoge  of  .428,  which  was  phe 
nomenol.  They  ser  on  NCAA  record  for  ream 
barring  averoge.  We  bear  rhem  rhe  previous 
day,  13-4,  ond  now  rhey  hod  ro  bear  us  rwice 
on  rhe  final  day 

Ir  was  o  gome  where  we  jumped  our  ro  an 
early  lead,  rhey  gor  close,  we  increased  our 
lead,  rhey  gor  close.  They  ried  ir  and  in  rhe  rop 
of  rhe  ninrh  inning  rhey  wenr  oheod  by  one 
run.  We  came  in  for  rhe  borrom  of  rhe  ninrh 
and  I  rold  rhe  ployers  we  hod  rhem  exocrly 
where  we  wanred  rhem — we  were  losing 
The  firsr  borrer  come  up,  our  shorrsrop  Jim 
Fosono,  and  hir  a  home  run  down  rhe  righr 
field  line.  Ir  really  pumped  everybody  up. 

Lq  Campono:  I  could  imagine  whor  ir  musr 
have  been  like  on  rhe  bench.  They  musr  have 
been  going  crazy. 

Cooney:  Oh,  rhey  were.  I  was  coaching 
rhird  bose  and,  ro  be  honesr  wirh  you,  ir 
broughr  rears  ro  my  eyes.  Ir  wos  pure  excire- 
menr.  Jimmy  wos  jumping  and  poinring  or  me 
as  he  ron  rhe  bases  .  Ir  gor  everybody  fired 
up 

Then  we  gor  a  single.  Then  a  good  home 
run  hirrer,  Pepe  Herrero,  rurned  our  ro  hir  whor 
looked  like  rhe  gome-winning  home  run.  This 
ball  was  hir  deep  and  high  down  rhe  lefr  field 
line.  My  wife  hos  o  picrure  of  me  or  home:  I'm 
rwo  feer  off  rhe  ground  worching  rhe  boll.  And 
you  see  all  rhe  players  ore  our  of  rhe  dugour, 
jusr  poised  ond  woiring  ro  see  rhe  ball  go  over 
rhe  fence 

Dur  rhe  lefr  fielder  coughr  rhe  ball  He  made 

0  Tremendous  corch,  and  doubled  rhe  runner 
off  or  firsr  ro  end  rhe  inning.  So  we  wenr  from 
vicrory  ro  'Oh  my  God,  we  hove  ro  go  and  rry 
ro  ger  rhese  guys  our  ogoin.'  I  was  in  rorol 
shods.  I  jusr  sor  down  in  my  choir  in  rhe  dugour. 

1  wos  really  emorlonolly  drained. 

Lq  CampQno:  Did  you  soy  onyrhing  ro  rhe 
ployers' 

Cooney:  No,  I  didn'r  soy  onyrhing  To  be 
honesr  wirh  you,  coaches  ore  always  sup- 
posed ro  hove  on  answer  ond  I  didn'r.  Jimmy 
Fosono,  rhe  kid  who  hod  hir  rhe  home  run  ro 
rie  rhe  gome,  gor  everybody  our  of  rhe  dug 
our  quid-;.  Insreod  of  sirring  rhere  brooding 
abour  ir,  slowly  gerring  rheir  gloves,  he  said 
ler's  ger  our  rhere.'  We  were  ried.  We  really 
weren'r  in  bod  shope  because  we  were  rhe 
home  ream. 

They  [Wisconsin]  proceeded  ro  score  o  run 
ro  go  ahead  in  rhe  rop  of  rhe  renrh  inning.  We 
came  in,  and  ogoin  we  were  in  rhar  siruo- 
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rion — we  were  behind.  The  firsr  player  up 
singled.  The  nexr  player  up  was  Leroy  Horn. 
We  decided  he's  nor  a  good  bunrer  so  we 
didn'r  wonr  ro  bunr,  alrhough  rhar  wos  rhe 
proper  rhing  ro  do  in  rhar  siruorion.  He  swings 
ond  misses  or  a  lor  of  pirches  so  we  didn'r  wonr 
ro  hir-and-run.  So  I  rold  Leroy,  "Ger  o  pirch  you 
con  hir  our  of  rhe  ball  pork.'  He  looked  or  me 
and  loughed 

The  counr  wenr  ro  rhree  and  one  and  he 
gor  o  pirch,  he  hir  ir  our  of  rhe  boll  pork  and  we 
won.  All  hell  broke  loose. 

You  soy  'whor  wos  ir  like?'  I  saw  rhe  boll  os  ir 
srorred  up  in  rhe  oir  and  knew  ir  was  our.  I 
rhrew  my  hor  up  in  rhe  air  ond  jusr  srorred 
doing  somersauirs  on  rhe  ground  along  rhe 
rhird  bose  line.  My  shorrsrop  come  our  ond 
jumped  on  rop  of  me  and  jusr  srorred  hugging 
me  and  bearing  on  me.  We  were  borh  laying 
flor  on  rhe  ground  os  Leroy  ran  posr  us  inro 
home  plare. 

My  Qssisranr  coaches  were  holding  every- 
one bock  from  rhe  field  because  if  you  rouch 
rhe  runner  before  he  scores,  rhe  borrer  is  our. 
They  were  srroining,  pushing  oil  rhese  excired 
players  bock. 

Lo  ComponQ:  Your  players  probably 
weren'r  rhinking  obour  rhe  rules  or  rhis  poinr. 

Cooney:  Hell  no.  Ir  was  jusr  on  emorionol 
ourbursr.  A  very,  very  emorionol  ourbursr  by 
everyone.  People  were  hugging,  crying.  I 
mean,  you  see  rhis  scene  repeored  over  and 
over  and  over. 

Lq  CompQno:  On  rhe  World  Series,  yeah. 


bur  ofrer  going  rhrough  o  gome  like  rhor  .  .  . 
Cooney:  Yes,  ir  was  very  emorionol.  Ir  wos 
olmosr  Q  four  hour  gome.  Ir  was  a  difficulr 
series.  Agoin,  when  you're  nor  expecred  ro 
win  .  .  .  Ir  was  rhe  mosr  exciring  rhing.  I  said  ro 
reporrers  or  rhe  rime  rhor  rhe  only  rime  I've 
ever  feir  rhis  happy  ond  spenr  was  when  I  sow 
my  son  being  born.  Thor's  rhe  only  comparison 
I  con  moke  ro  onyrhing  I've  ever  experienced 
in  my  liferime  .  .  .  There  was  on  imprompru 
rwenry-five  minure  demonsrrorion  rhor  oc- 
curred when  rhe  gome  wos  over.  Ir  rook  o 
long  rime  before  rhey  could  colm  our  people 
down  and  hand  our  rhe  awards  .  .  .  Ir  wos  rhe 
ulrimore  experience  of  o  liferime.

"What  can  you  possibly  do  with 
a  degree  in  linguistics?"  friends 
ask. 

My  wife's  answer:  "Become  a 
teacher  and  persuade  ten  other 
people  to  study  linguistics." 

My  own  answer  is  that  I'm  al- 
ready using  linguistics.  In  journal- 
ism, covering  the  telecommuni- 
cations and  computer  industries; 
in  a  newsletter  I  write  on  the  use, 
misuse  and  abuse  of  the  English 
language  in  America  and  in  oc- 
casional magazine  articles. 

Linguistics  is  far  more  than  the 
study  of  grammar.  In  fact,  a 
grammar  in  only  one  way  of  de- 


scribing how  a  language  works; 
moreover,  all  grammars  leak. 
There  are  other  ways  of  describ- 
ing how  a  language  functions. 

One  of  the  most  useful  courses  I 
took  in  the  six-year,  part-time 
road  to  degreedom  at  MSC  (af- 
ter an  18-year  hiatus)  was  "The 
Language  of  Propaganda."  Poli- 
ticians may  be  more  notorious  for 
using  language  to  sway  public 
opinion,  but  corporate  execu- 
tives do  it,  too.  To  a  journalist, 
knowing  how  these  techniques 
function  is  the  first  step  in  getting 
past  the  smokescreen  of  petti- 
foggery to  the  truth.

I  Was  Idealistic,  Expecting  A  Change 

From  The  Conformist  'live  For  Today''  Mentality 

I  Suffered  Through  In  High  School 

I  Was  Really  Looking  Forward  To  Meeting 

Open-Minded,  Individualistic,  Intelligent  Thinkers.

I  felt  that  college,  by  its  very  nature 
as  a  higher  learning  institution,  would 
attract  people  similar  to  me. 

That  was  three  years  ago.  Save  for 
a  few  special  people,  most  students 
here  are  just  reveling  in  four  more 
years  of  high  school.  College  for  them 
is  not  a  learning  experience,  but  rather 
a  reprieve  from  the  real  world.  Any 
kind  of  social  or  political  involvement 
on  the  part  of  these  people  is  merely 
the  following  of  some  vogue  trend, 
only  to  wither  away  when  a  new  (and 
more  exciting)  trend  comes  along  to 
take  its  place.  Take  South  Africa  for 
example.  That  cause  was  "in"  about  a 
year  ago;  now  the  excitement  has 
faded.  Why?  Do  they  really  think  the 
atrocities  have  stopped?  Or  were 
they  afraid  to  become  more  involved 
in  the  fight  against  racism  and  perhaps 
examine  some  of  their  own  ideas? 
Maybe  they  couldn't  dump  their  own 
racist  stereotypes  and  permanently 
erase  words  like  "nigger"  from  their 
vocabulary.  I  don't  know,  but  in  any 
case,  the  fervor  over  this  issue  came 
and  went  among  college  students  in 
less  than  two  years.  And  still  the  suffer- 
ing continues. 

The  point  I  am  trying  to  make  is  that 
college,  like  high  school,  is  chock  full  of 
trendy,  shallow,  confused  individuals 
who  are  vying  for  wide-scale  mass  ac- 
ceptance by  their  peers.  They  believe 
in  the  acceptable  causes,  participate 
in  acceptable  activities,  and  generally 
behave  in  the  traditional  manner  that 
society  expects  of  college  students.  I 
have  observed  several  vogue  "col- 
lege" ideas  that  have  permeated  this 


campus  in  the  time  I  have  spent  here, 
and  I  have  some  questions  to  ask  of 
the  people  who  suscribe  to  these 
ideas. 

1.  COMPLAINING  ABOUT  "STUDENT 
APATHY" 

Have  you  actually  taken  the  time 
and  effort  to  try  to  right  the  wrongs  of 
our  society?  Do  you  serve  as  an  exam- 
ple to  those  less  willing  to  get  in- 
volved? Are  you  genuinely  concerned 
about  the  world  around  you?  I  would 
hope  so,  but  my  experiences  have 
shown  me  that  most  of  you  think  "apa- 
thy" is  a  cool  sounding  word  and  do 
little  beyond  that. 

2.  MOCKING  OUT  RELIGION 

Are  you  generalizing  the  disgusting 
actions  of  those  who  exploit  religion  for 
profit  to  all  religion  in  general?  Do  you 
take  into  account  various  social  ser- 
vices (soup  kitchens,  homeless  shelters, 
aid  to  struggling  third-world  peasants, 
etc.)  provided  by  various  religious 
groups?  Have  you  internalized  your 
own  set  of  morals,  principles,  values 
and  ethics? 

3.  PLAYING  THE  "NON- 
CONFORMIST" 

Have  you  truly  rejected  our  society's 
values  (prejudice,  greed,  elitism,  com- 
petition, etc.)  or  are  you  the  same  so- 
ciety in  a  different  package?  Are  the 
various  hairstyles  and  modes  of  dress 
something  you  believe  in,  or  just  a 
"neat"  thing  to  do?  You  have  the 
greatest  potential  to  be  the  individual 
thinkers  and  leaders  of  a  new  social 
order.  Unfortunately,  most  of  you 
probably  have  no  idea  what  that 
means. 

4.  "PARTYING" 

Are  you  so  inhibited  that  you  can't 


have  a  good  time  without  drugs  and 
alcohol?  Do  you  pollute  yourself  just  to 
feel  like  one  of  the  crowd?  Do  you 
actually  think  you  are  being  "rebel- 
lious" by  doing  something  generations 
old?  My  Clifton  High  School  class  of 
1984's  slogan  was  "Where's  the  par- 
ty." Need  I  say  any  more? 

The  more  I  think  about  college  stu- 
dents today,  the  less  surprised  I  am. 
We  are,  after  all,  products  of  our  soci- 
ety. And  in  a  society  such  as  the  Amer- 
ican one,  is  it  any  wonder  that  people 
are  blinded  by  the  smokescreen  of 
self-indulgence  and  immediate  gratifi- 
cation? Is  it  a  shocking  revelation  that 
acceptance  at  any  cost  takes  prece- 
dence over  personal  growth?  I  think 
not.  Here,  shallow  flings  take  prece- 
dence over  genuine  committment  to 
ideals. 

You  are  here  at  college  to  recieve 
an  education.  However,  you  can  learn 
more  from  observing  than  by  reading 
books.  You  are  blessed  with  the  op- 
portunity to  open  your  eyes  to  the 
world  around  you  and  learn  about  oth- 
er people  and  our  society  as  a  whole. 
But  most  of  all,  you  have  the  chance 
to  discover  yourself  and  see  what 
works  for  you.  If  this  is  done  in  the  true 
sense,  it  quite  often  involves  re-exami- 
nation of  your  beliefs,  goals,  and 
ideals.  This  can  be,  by  far,  the  most 
challenging  facet  of  a  college  educa- 
tion. Very  few  people  choose  this 
route,  but  if  you  are  daring  enough,  it 
can  be  a  positive,  enlightening  experi- 
ence. Come  graduation  time,  you  will 
also  have  more  than  a  mere  piece  of 
paper  to  show  for  it.

In  1963,  about  25  years  ago,  the  stu- 
dents here  at  Montclair  State  College 
wrote  a  constitution  for  representative 
government  for  themselves.  They  de- 
cided to  adopt  the  principles  the 
Founding  Fathers  used  200  years  ago 
for  the  United  States  Constitution. 
Each  incorporates  the  ideas  of  separa- 
tion of  powers,  of  a  type  of  federalist 
system,  and  of  "one  man,  one  vote." 

"One  man,  one  vote"  has  served 
the  SGA  and  its  students  especially 
well.  The  1987  SGA  election  provided 
an  excellent  example  of  this  principle 
in  action.  There  was  only  one  person 
running  and  you  only  got  one  vote.  It 
was  a  perfect  fit! 

The  cost  of  characters  for  our  elec- 
tion wasn't  nearly  as  impressive  as  that 
for  national  elections.  The  situation  the 
candidates  found  themselves  in  was 
just  as  colorful,  though.  Like  Gary  Hart, 
SGA  presidential  candidate  Rob 
Acerra  found  himself  in  shark  infested 
waters.  Rob  came  out  unscathed.  The 
race  for  vice  president  was  interesting, 
too.  On  both  the  national  and  SGA 
levels,  the  question  "Just  what  do  you 
do  OS  Vice  President,  anyway?"  was 
prominent.  The  students  of  MSC  were 
saved,  however,  when  Lisa  Harris  re- 
membered to  read  the  SGA  Constitu- 
tion and  Statutes  before  the  debates. 

The  student  electorate  decided 
that  the  whole  election  was  a  sham. 
.  "There's  only  one  guy  running.  Why 
bother  voting;  we  all  know  he's  going 
to  win.  Besides,  the  SGA  is  a  joke.  They 
never  do  anything." 

The  students  elected  to  the  SGA 
know  the  appropriate  response,  how- 
ever. "There  are  only  a  few  people 
who  even  care  from  what  we  con  see. 


Why  even  bother  asking  all  of  them? 
We  already  know  who  supports  whom 
and  who  will  vote.  Besides,  the  stu- 
dents are  a  joke.  They  never  do 
anything." 

Which  is  at  fault  here,  the  system  or 
the  people?  Clearly  the  students  want 
to  blame  the  system,  but  they  should 
blame  themselves.  Instead  of  walking 
around  complaining  about  the  situa- 
tion, they  should  do  something.  Why 
should  the  administration  care  what 
the  students  want  if  the  students 
themselves  do  not  seem  to  care?  Vot- 
ing when  the  candidate  is  running  un- 
opposed is  just  as  important  as  voting 
for  the  best  person  when  six  ore  run- 
ning against  each  other.  Why?  Be- 
cause it  tells  the  administration  that 
the  students  believe  that  the  people 
representing  them  do  in  fact  know 
what  their  concerns  are  and  ore  going 
to  voice  them. 

The  students,  however,  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  Student  Government 
can  do  anything  or  that  it  even  re- 
flects their  concerns.  They  see  no  im- 
provement in  lighting,  or  parking,  or  li- 
brary hours,  or  water  supplies,  or 
English-speaking  teachers.  Why?  Be- 
cause the  administration  does  not  be- 
lieve that  the  students  will  gather  to- 
gether to  fight  bod  policy  or  to 
promote  their  own  interests.  The  stu- 
dents do  not  bother  to  vote  or  show 
the  least  bit  of  an  initiative  to  take  the 
time  to  act  on  their  complaints. 

The  Student  Government  represents 
the  students,  but  it  con  only  do  so  if  the 
students  ore  willing  to  put  their  time 
and  effort  where  it  is  needed  most, 
supporting  what  they  believe  and 
wont.  Convincing  the  administration  to 


change  something  requires  an  indica- 
tion from  the  students  that  they  want 
something  changed  and  they  wont  it 
now,  or  else.  The  Student  Government 
con  only  threaten  the  "or  else,"  but 
the  students'  intiotives  must  prove  it. 

An  Initiative  does  not  mean  riots  or 
sit-ins  or  those  other  "hippie  ideas" 
which  seemed  to  be  so  effective  in  the 
late  60's  and  early  70's,  but  which  to- 
day's "dignified"  business  students  see 
as  artifacts  to  be  scorned  along  with 
long  hair,  peace  movements,  and 
"finding  one's  space."  Inititotive  is  tak- 
ing the  time  to  vote,  and  knowing  that 
the  vote  represents  a  choice,  a  desire 
to  do,  or  even  not  to  do,  something. 
The  vote  represents  a  choice  for  not 
only  oneself,  but  also  a  claim  that  cer- 
tain policies  are  good  for  everyone  in 
the  community,  to  the  benefit  of  the 
community.  Each  vote  represents  a 
combined  and  continuing  commit- 
ment to  our  form  of  governmental  rep- 
resentation, "of,  by,  and  for  the 
people." 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  Student  Government,  for  that 
matter,  is  a  document  which  is  olive 
and  effective  only  when  the  people 
who  hove  accepted  it  as  a  structure 
for  their  society  know  what  it  means 
and  what  it  con  do.  The  failure  to  take 
the  initiative  in  learning,  thinking,  and 
then  acting  represents  the  failure  of 
the  college  student  in  its  worst  form.  It 
also  represents  the  failure  of  the  peo- 
ple of  a  community  to  form  a  society  in 
which  all  can  have  "life,  liberty,  and 
the  pursuit  of  happiness."

ro  SGA  Arrorney  Generol  Oren     ^^-^^—^^^^^—^^—^— 
Zeve,    rhe   connmirree   was 
formed  due  ro   "concern  for 
quoliry"    of   rhe   yeorbook 
conrenr. 

La  Compana's  Associore  Edi- 
ror Chris  Cofone  challenges  rhe 
consrirurionoliry  of  rhe  formo- 
rion of  such  Q  commirree  os  ir 

relares  ro  rhe  Firsr  Amendment     

in  rhe  Dill  of  Righrs.  ~~'~~~^'^~~'~~~~~~~~~ 

The  Firsr  Amendmenr  reads,  "Congress  shall  moke  no  law  .  .  . 
prohibiring  ...  or  abridging  ...  rhe  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  rhe 
press  .  .  ." 

Cofone  said,  "The  SGA  pur  rhe  review  commirree  in  rhe  LoCom- 
pono  consrirurion  wirhour  rhe  approval  of  rhe  yearbook  sroff." 

Zeve  explained  rhor  rhe  Lo  Compono  consrirurion  conroined  a 
clause  sraring  rhe  inclusion  of  faculry  and  odminisrrorion  in  rhe 
yearbook.  The  1984  yeorbook  did  nor  include  rhem.  Zeve  said, 
"The  yearbook  represenrs  MSC;  rhere  was  concern  os  ro  how  rhe 
college  was  being  represenred  by  rhe  1984  book." 

The  La  Compono  consrirurion  hos  since  rescinded  any  orricles 
referring  ro  rhe  inclusion  of  foculry  and  odminisrrorion. 

Zeve  sold  orher  orgonizorions  ore  copoble  of  being  evoluored  in 
on  ongoing  process  where  rhe  progress  of  rhe  orgonizorion  may 
be  reviewed.  "The  yearbook  could  only  be  evoluored  ofrer  publi- 
corion before  rhis  commirree  was  ser  up." 

In  on  orrempr  ro  seek  legol  council  regarding  prior  resrroinr 
rulings,  rhe  yearbook  edirors  conrocred  rhe  Srudenr  Press  Low 
Cenrer  locored  in  Woshingron,  D.C  Mork  Goodman,  execurive 
direcror  of  rhe  SPLC,  srored  in  o  lerrer,  "The  Unired  Srores  Supreme 
Courr  has  consisrenrly  recognized  rhor  prior  resrroinrs  of  publicorion 
ore  rhe  leosr  roleroble  form  of  Firsr  Amendmenr  violorion  and  come 
wirh  o  heavy  presumprion  ogoinsr  rheir  volidiry  .  .  . 

In  rhe  public  college  environmenr,  forms  of  prior  resrroinr  ore  no 
more  roleroble." 

Secrion  One  of  rhe  Review  Commirree  orricle  exploins  rhe  com- 
posirion  of  rhe  commirree.  According  ro  rhe  orricle,  rwo  Lo  Com- 
pono members,  rwo  non-SGA  members,  one  odminisrroror,  ond 
one  foculry  member  agreed  upon  by  rhe  Ediror-in-Chief  of  Lo 
Compono  and  rhe  SGA  presidenr  may  sir  on  rhe  commirree. 
Goodmon  srored  in  o  relephone  inrerview  rhor,  "o  foculry  member 
or  odminisrroror  would  be  sufficient  ro  consrirure  government 
involvemenr." 


Associore  Ediror  Cofone  expressed  concern  for  future  yearbook 
sroff  relorions  wirh  rhe  SGA.  He  sold,  "Vhor  if  rhere  ore  more 
problems  between  the  yearbook  ond  rhe  SGA  in  rhe  furure?  This 
commirree  con  be  used  as  o  means  of  conrrolling  rhe  press." 

Cofone  srored  rhe  reorgonizorion  of  rhe  yearbook  ond  sroff  hos 
producted  possible  oword-winning  books.  He  explained  o  cririque 
of  rhe  1984  and  1985  bool<is  produced  posirive  praise.  "Why  now 

pur  o  resrroinr  such  os  rhis  com- 
'^^"^^~^^^"^^^~^^~~~"~     mirree  on  rhe  yearbook  when 

rhe   book   is   cleorly   progress- 
ing?" he  said. 

As    porr    of    irs    orgumenr 
ogoinsr  rhe  review  commirree, 
the  yeorbook  poinrs  to  other 
clubs  and  Class  1  orgonizotions. 
Cifone  said,  "The  SGA  does  not 
tell    The    Motnclorion    or    rhe

evoluotions  of  these  orgonizorions  in  the  review  of  rheir  ocriviries. 
Cofone  said,  "A  post-evaluation  of  rhe  yearbook  will  ser  guide- 
lines for  whor  rhe  1987  book  and  furure  bool^  will  conroin

Review  Or  Censorship? 

Enrer  inro  rhe  logs  a  new  comploinr  ogoinsr  rhe  Srudenr  Govern- 
menr  Associorion,  Inc.  of  M5C.  This  from  rhe  collecred  voice  of  oil 
rhose  concerned  wirh  First  Amendmenr  righrs. 

LoCannpQno,  MSC's  yeorboois,  has  hod  rhe  dubious  distinction  of 
having  on  amendmenr  added  to  their  constitution  initiating  a  "re- 
view committee."  The  committee,  if  its  true  purpose  is  review, 
would  not  be  objectionable. 
The  last  time  we  checked 
our  dictionaries  here  at  The 
Montdorion,   The  word  re- 
view meant  criticis  after  on 
event,  in  this  cose,  the  publi- 
prion  of  the  yearbook. 

But  wait.  The  yearbook 
review  committee  is  said  to 
convene  before  the  year- 
book is  sent  out  to  be  print- 
ed, ond  is  enpowered  to 
"Judge"  whot  may  or  may 
not  be  printed.  Thus,  it  is,  at 
its  meekest,  a  preview  com- 
mittee. At  its  worst,  it  is  on 
instrument  of  prior  restroint. 
Checking  our  U.S.  Constitu- 
tion this  time,  we  find  prior 
restraint  to  be  illegal.  Uh-oh. 
Problem.  Whot  happened  to  freedom  of  the  press? 

Next  Wednesday  the  SGA  legislature  is  planning  to  question  the 
constitutionality  of  the  omendenr  to  La  Compono's  constitution.  Not 
knowing  that  outcome  and  nor  concerning  ourselves  wirh  legal 
precedents.  The  Montdorion  feels  rhot  this  amendment  is  wrong.  It 
has  no  positive  purpose,  ond  will  be  a  threat  to,  our  rights  of  free 
expression. 

The  SGA,  the  governing  body  of  oil  Class  One  orgonizotions,  of 
which  La  Campono  is  one,  has  lost  sight  of  its  priorities.  Their  primary 
goal  it  seems  is  to  restrain  and  control  rhe  organizations  which  it 
chorrers.  Instead  of  trying  to  flex  its  muscles,  it  should  be  helping 
fodlitote  production  of  a  yeorbook,  or  a  newspaper,  or  a  concert.  It 
soys,  "Do  things  perfectly-  or  else!"  it  does  very  lirrle  to  help 
achieve  that  perfection  which  it  demands  from  orher  organizations 
but  so  rarely  achieves  itself.  That  is  a  shame. 

The  SGA  has  olienoted  Lo  Campono  by  fordng  this  committee 
upon  them.  And  we  assure  you  that  the  yearbook  is  not  the  only 
discontented  orgonizotion  under  the  auspices  of  the  SGA. 

The  SGA  sponsors  13  Class  One  orgonizarions  in  order  to  provide 
rhe  srudents  with  the  widest  variety  of  programming  possible. 
Student  leaders  are  elected  to  head  these  groups  because  they  ore 
best  suited  for  these  postitions.  La  Compono's  staff  is  there  because 
they  ore  rhe  ones  dedicated  to  putting  together  a  yearbook.  The 
SGA  is  there  to  provide  the  money  and  (supposedly)  to  support. 
That's  all. 

The  SGA,  by  chartering  La  Campono  to  produce  a  yearbook. 


hos  given  them  de  facto  creotive  control.  Lo  Campono  is  there  to 
produce  o  yearbook  for  the  entire  student  body,  nor  just  rhe  SGA.  If 
the  SGA  feels  the  need  to  monitor  Lo  Compono,  perhops  rhey 
should  publish  their  own  book.  Dur  they  can't. 

In  oil  fairness,  the  most  recent  provisions  put  into  the  Lo  Cam- 
pono constitution  ore  the  product  of  lost  year's  SGA.  It  is  our  hope

However,  in  order  ro 
roke  the  SGA  for  o  ride  during  budger  nme  ond  avoid  the  ft^ustration, 
mony  doss  one  officers  rurn  ro  using  their  ocring  skills  .  .  .  os  rhe  dramarics 
with  which  some  class  one  presidenrs  carry  out  their  responsibiliries 
proves.

Again,  I  ask  us  ro  face  rhe  focrs  Gory  Horr  is  nor  a  happy  buckoroo 
righr  now,  is  he'  How  abour  Jim  and  Tommy  Dakker?  In  oil  honesry,  I 
believe  my  edironol  board  was  quire  reasonoble,  parienr,  and  under- 
sronding  Pasr  Monrdanon  sroffs  moy  hove  found  more  cause  ro  rake 
rhis  porriculor  odmlnisrrorion  over  rhe  cools.  The  award  for  our  ediroriols 
come  nor  because  we  orrocked  rhe  SGA,  odminisrrorion,  campus  police 
or  residence  life,  bur  becouse  we  srored  our  poinrs  dearly,  bocked  rhem 
up  successfully,  ond  mode  reasonable,  logical  conclusions.
